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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicant's argument regarding means 
for providing the remote source with notification as to when the charger is available and not available for receiving data from the remote 
source, Averbusch et al. teaches setting a flag indicating the availability of updated data (col.
